There  has  been  no  abnormal  sickness  or 
invalidity  during  the  year. 

The  items  are  as  reported  in  my  Annual 
Report  1930. 

Sanitary  circumstances  are  unchanged. 

Housing  conditions  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  foods  are  supervised. 

Chicken  Pox,  Measils  and  Whooping  Cough 
were  the  chief  diseases  notified,  but  the  type 
of  infection  was  mild. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  -  over  $0%  of 
children  have  been  inoculated,  both  in 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Children  age  1  to  5  are  treated  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  under  the  County 
Council . 

Water  Supplies . 

There  have  been  no  new  sources  of  water  supply,  the 
London,  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company  continue  to 
supply  Wolverton  and  New  Bradwell  with  water,  and  the  Council 
a te  still  the  undertakers  for  Stony  Stratford  and  the  Lower 
and  Middle  Wealds  at  Calverton. 

The  London  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company  still 
ammoniate  and  chlorinate  at  their  waterworks,  the  water  was 
maintained  at  a  high  bacteriological  standard.  The  drought 
seriously  affected  the  supply  which  caused  some  anxiety. 

At  the  Stony  Stratford  Waterworks  the  water  is  still 
chlorinated.  The  water  was  maintained  at  a  very 
satisfactory  standard,  and  on  analysis  showed  no  signs  of 
pollution.  The  water  supply  was  well  maintained  during 
most  of  the  year,  but  the  yield  showed  a  rapid  falling  off 
in  December,  1943?  when  the  supply  to  the  consumers  had  to 
be  restricted.
